We 
have other men and women who _are weeping, but 
they are' doing It because they are,, and have been 
for Germany' ilrst, though living and making a 
fortune'here in -America.-.-•' They -want to sav» Ger- 
many'from the bill of the war. 
One acts from a 


desire to save securities and the other from an 
/un-American and pro-German sentiment. 


The mass of the American citizens will say that 


no.matter what tlic price, it is too little for Ger- 
many to' pay. You cannot assess Germany 
enough. The allies made a serious blunder at the 
|jme of thc armistice when'Germany'surrendered, 
in not going,. to''Ber!in, and. taking possession of 
Germany itself. Instead we have had occupation 
here and there by French and British, troops and 
a few American doughboys on tlfe Rhine.

that has come out of it has been a propaganda. 
pro test :almed at American sympathy by the use 
-of Algerian and other African troops by France 
in the Silesia section: Germany has been allowed 
to go her way ' for two y.cars. .Wherever and 
whenever she could dodge the payment of treaty 
demands she has taken advantage. 


Some of the American billionaires who have 


about as much patriotism as Eergdoll, the draft 
dodger, whose souls are with the dollar, are fear- 
ful that the reparation bill will 'destroy Germany.

'Germany to so rehabilitate herself in the next 
hundred years that she cannot make war, it will 
not be su.ch a painful .disaster.

ganda now. But the-samc'force of American sen- 
timent that sent thc w.inning army across the 
ocean will say to '.the Supreme Council, "Make 
Germany -Pay."

New York City, Feb. 1.—Over in Europe, thou- 


sands of dollars are being raised for a National 
War Memorial to Animals, and already there are 
many indications that a drive for'a similar project 
will soon be started over here. 


The Ilrst.indication Is Uie recent return of Mr. 


Ernest ^larold Bayr.es from Europe, with the re- 
port o£ the .Koyal'Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, which clearly and' enthusi- 
astically-shows what horses, dogs, mules, .camels, 
elephants, .oxen, mice, reindeer, pigeons, canaries, 
cats and. goldfish .did to help win the..war, and 
how many of them lost their lives.. • . - , 
' 


In addition to this report, Mr. 'Baynes,-who is 


slightly connected with, the Museum of Natural. 
History and very much connected with the New- 
York Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals, has a report all of his own, based 'upon a 
personal investigation made along the but recently 
vacated path of battle on the western front. As a 
result of these two reports, Mr. Baynes has come 
to this conclusion-; namely, that while animals may 
not have won the war, the war could not have 
been won without them. 


Thus, with all the talk about motor cars and 


tanks .and aeroplanes, horses have scarcely re- 
ceived honorable ruention, yet it is now asserted 
that American horses accomplished much more 
for aii Allied victory than did American aero- 
planes. Altogether, six million horses served in 
the war, in addition to millions of mules. 
The 


Allies alone put ten million horses into action, 
while Germany used up a .million horses in one 
drive. In fact, it now seems probable tlujt it Ger- 
many's horses had held out. the war might have 
been prolonged, for when the Armistice was signed 
hardly a horse wa» left in the German lines and 
milch cows were being used to draw German 
cannon, • 
*

On the eastern front hundreds of elephants lost 


their lives hauling heavy 'munition wagons and 
cannon, while no fewer tha-n. 120,01U camels died 
to make the world safe for democracy. JSe.indeer 
proved of invaluable aid in the Russian campaign, 
but they may be left out of the European war 
memorial because they art 
now giving equally 


valuable'assistance to the Bolsheviks. 
Pigeons, 


however, will be generously represented, for the 
pigeons did heroic work everywhere they were 
needed. In the battle of the Somme alone, it is 
estimated-that 5,000 pigeons were used, only two 
per -cent oC which' failed to coir.e through with, 
their messages.' 


The fact that gold fish aided in the wav comes 


as a distinct surprise to most of us, but it seems 
that they did, In ciuitc a subtle and clever way. 
When the Allies wanted to.ilnd out the'secrets ol' 
the German's chemical gas. they put the gas hel- 
mets of the Allied soldiers into a tank containing 
goldfish. 
The goldfish then absorbed into their 


small bodies the various chemicals that had been 
employed in the preparation of the German gas, 
and from the analysis of their bodies, the Allied 
chemists were able to tell the approximate deadly 
formula the Germans had used and invent an an- 
tidote for. it. 


1 
But if these facts do not convert you to the idea 


of a war memorial to animals, Mr. Baynes' brav- 
ery incidents would. There is the incident .of Sa- 
tan, for instance:

"It was evening in a small town which held a 


very important position in the Allies' line, near 
Verdun," according to Mr. Baynes. "The town 
was garrisoned by only a few hundred -French 
soldiers, who had received orders to hold out at 
all costs until they were relieved. The Germans 
had succeeded in cutting them off from the rest 
of.the army, and just as their ammunition ran 
low, they had placed a battery to their left, which 
was pouring deadly fire into the' town. 
If the 


garrison could only let the French army, now 
two miles away, know the position oC that. Ger- 
man battery, -they might-yet hold the town!

The history of the war contains many oC Jiese 


dramatic incidents-enacted by dogs'and pigeons. 
There are many dogs and pigeons today who wear 
around their necks the Croix de Guerre and even 
the decoration of the Legion ot Honor. Yet, Mr, 
Baynes believes, it is not the pigeon and the dog, 
who deserve the most credit for helping to^win 
•he war. This, he thinks, belongs, to the'horse 
nnd the mule, whose aid came not in swift, heroic 
moments, but in days'and weeks oC patient, -unre- 
mitting labor, knee-deep in mud. Yes; the war 
memorial to animals will have to be at least two- 
thirds equestrian.
